This is only 50 per cent. of 
the normal production because of 
the heavy froste, which 
sons have made serious 
the fruit crops. 

Besides this reduction of our do- 
mestic supply, our market will be 
further depleted by the recent em- 
bargo on importation of fruits from 
Cuba. However, an acute shortage 
af southern fruits is not imminent, 
as some can still be brought by ferry 
and railway and on certain steam- 
ships, and citrus fruit production in 
the United States is on the increase 
in spite of setbacks.
